To  the  Justices  of  the  County  and  City  of  Hereford  in  Quarter 

Sessions  assembled. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS. 


The  Committee  of  Visiting  Justices  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  report 
the  total  number  of  patients  is  at  present  31 1,  of  whom  there  belong 
to  the  County  andCityof  Hereford,  117  males, and  134  females  (251); 
from  Gloucester  Asylum  16  females;  from  St.  Pancras  (London)  25 
females ;  private  patients,  10  males  and  9  females  (19).  That  the 
whole  has  been  properly  conducted  during  the  past  year,  and  that 
the  Guardians  of  St.  Pancras,  who  sent  a  deputation  to  visit  their 
patients,  as  well  as  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  at  their  last  visit, 
expressed  their  satisfaction  at  the  manner  in  which  the  patients 
were  provided  for,  and  the  whole  establishment  was  conducted 
under  Dr.  Chapman.  The  charge  to  unions  in  the  county  and 
city  has  been  9s.  6d.  per  week,  for  private  patients  14s.  per  week. 
The  profit  on  these  and  of  patients  under  contract  amounted  in  the 
year  1874  to  £428  6s.  5d.,  and  that  for  the  year  1875  is  estimated 
at  £500,  which  is  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Asylum  in  diminu- 
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tion  of  the  charge  for  building  and  repairs.  The  calls  on  the  county 
and  city  for  the  year  1874  amounted  to  £1,150  in  addition  to  the 
sum  received  from  out  county  and  private  patients.  The  com 
mittee  recommend  that  a  provision  be  made  in  case  of  fire,  and 
they  have  directed  that  Mr.  Curley  be  employed  to  make  an  esti¬ 
mate  of  a  tank  with  the  necessary  pipes  and  hydrants  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  They  also  recommend  that  a  further  protection  be  made  for 
the  security  of  epileptic  patients  at  night,  in  conformity  with  a 
suggestion  made  by  the  Lunacy  Commissioners.  Their  attention 
has  been  called  to  the  inconvenience  and  loss  sustained  by  the 
necessity  of  having  their  skilled  artizans  residing  at  a  distance,  viz.^ 
stokers,  carpenters,  and  masons,  and  they  recommend  the  building 
of  six  cottages,  two  to  be  erected  in  the  ensuing  year,  and  the 
others  at  the  rate  of  two  yearly  till  sufficient  accommodation  be  pro¬ 
vided.  They  have  granted  an  increase  of  salary  of  £20  yearly  to 
the  Assistant  Surgeon,  Mr.  Morris,  who  has  been  three  years  in  office 
at  a  salary  of  £100  a  year,  and  given  entire  satisfaction  to  Dr. 
Chapman  and  the  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Hereford ,  County  and  City  Asylum, 

\st  November,  1875. 

A  visit  made  to-day  to  this  Asylum  has  satisfied  us  that  the 
defects  observed  here  last  year  have  since  received  much  attention ; 
and  improvement  in  the  personal  appearance  and  demeanour  of 
the  patients  is  a  noticeable  result.  Many  of  the  Abergavenny 
Asylum  patients  have  returned  thither,  and  the  rest  (17  men) 
leave  this  week.  The  total  number  of  both  sexes  on  the  books  is 
now  324,  No  person  is  absent  on  leave.  The  men  are  144,  the 
women  180';  60  are  out-county  cases.  When  the  Abergavenny 
patients  shall  have  gone  back,  the  remaining  out-county  will  be 
16  women  belonging  to  Gloucester,  and  27  women  chargeable  to 
St.  Pancras,  Middlesex,  the  vacant  beds  will  be  45  all  in  the  male 
division.  The  weekly  maintenance  charge  for  each  Hereford 
County  and  City  pauper  admitted  is  9s.  6d.  for  every  out-county  ; 
the  charge  is  13s.  or  13s.  6d.  for  the  10  males  and  5  female  private 
patients  at  present  upon  the  register  of  this  Asylum,  the  weekly 
charge  is  1 4s.  Since  the  Commissioners  last  inspected  this  Asylum, 
viz.,  on  the  22nd  September,  1874,  the  changes  in  the  patients  by 
admission,  discharge,  and  death,  have  been  the  reception  of  119, 
the  departure  of  62,  and  the  decease  of  36  patients.  The  males 
admitted  have  been  in  the  proportion  of  47  to  72  ;  the  males 
discharged  42  to  20  ;  the  deceased  men  and  women  were  equal  in 
number*  Of  all  the  discharged,  26  (an  equal  number  of  each  sex) 
were  recovered,  and  20  men  and  2  women  left  for  other  Asylums. 
During  the  months  of  January  and  February  last,  there  was  an 
outbreak- of  erysipelas,  whieh  appears  to  have  been  traced  to  a 
defective  drain,  and  consequent  admission  of  foul  air  into  the 
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wards.  Altogether  3  men  and  11  women  suffered  from  the 
disorder,  and  one  of  the  former  and  3  of  the  latter  died.  In  the 
summer  there  was  also  a  single  case  of  enteric  fever  which  proved 
fatal.  With  these  exceptions  the  Institution  has  been  free  from 
contagious  disease  or  any  malady  of  an  unusual  character.  The 
mortality,  though  higher  than  has  commonly  prevailed  here,  has  not 
been  above  the  average  in  County  Asylums,  and  the  other  deaths 
have  all  been  due  to  causes  ordinary  to  the  insane.  Post  mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  32  instances.  No  inquest  has  been 
held,  and  there  has  been,  we  are  informed,  no  serious  casuality. 
Although  the  weather  to-day  has  been  unfavourable  for  out-door 
exercise,  and  the  wards  on  the  female  side  were  therefore  full  of 
patients,  quiet  and  order  prevailed  there  during  our  visit,  and  even 
the  most  unruly  women  were  kept  in  control.  We  can  report  at 
least  as  favourably  of  the  conduct  of  the  male  patients.  The 
clothing  of  both  sexes  is  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  and  cleanliness 
was  the  rule.  Many  wore  their  winter  dress  )  its  materials  are 
warm  and  suitable.  In  the  men’s  ward,  used  as  an  Infirmary,  we 
found  44  patients ;  of  these  4  were  in  bed.  44  women  occupied 
the  female  Infirmary,  and  of  these  6,  elsewhere  4  other  women 
were  in  bed.  Those  in  bed  were  chiefly  suffering  from  the  effects 
of  recent  epileptic  attacks,  or  from  ordinary  physical  disease.  No 
individual  of  either  sex  was  under  restraint,  or  in  seclusion  during 
our  presence  in  the  wards,  and  according  to  the  medical  records, 
the  former  mode  of  treatment  has  not  been  used  since  last  visit, 
and  the  latter  has  been  limited  to  2  men,  each  of  these  twice 
secluded  and  8  women  so  treated  on  17  occasions  the  men  for 
13  hours,  the  women  for  82.  We  are  informed  that  by  “seclusion” 
is  here  properly  understood  the  separate  confinement  in  a  single 
room  by  day  of  any  person  by  any  means  against  his  will.  We 
saw  the  dinner  served  in  the  hall  at  which  95  men  and  105  women 
were  assembled.  Boiled  beef,  mutton,  and  pork,  with  potatoes, 
cabbage,  and  beer,  all  of  good  quality,  formed  the  meal.  It  ap 
peared  to  give  general  satisfaction.  At  many  tables  men  and 
women  occupied  opposite  seats,  and  throughout  the  utmost  good 
order  prevailed.  We  met  the  chaplain  in  the  wards  and  with  him 
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had  some  conversation.  The  attendance  on  Sundays  at  Chapel  is 
good,  numbering  117  men  and  103  women.  At  week-day  service 
the  average  is  165  of  both  sexes.  The  bi-weekly  associated  enter, 
tainments  are  kept  up,  177  patients  are  brought  together  at  these  ; 
the  men  considerably  outnumber  the  women.  The  records  of  em¬ 
ployment  show  that  114  male  and  133  female  patients  are  usefully 
employed ;  of  the  former,  45  work  on  the  land,  29  assist  various 
artisans,  6  help  in  the  laundry  and  offices,  and  24  are  engaged  as 
ward  cleaners.  Of  the  women,  59  are  employed  in  needlework,  2b 
in  the  laundry  department,  16  in  the  kitchen  and  offices,  and  32 
as  ward  cleaners.  As  regards  out-door  exercise  47  men  and  64 
women  have  occasional  walks  in  the  country.  As  yet  a  good  walk 
on  the  Asylum  estate  has  only  been  very  partially  formed,  but  we 
hope  that  it  will  be  gradually  increased  in  length  so  that  daily 
extended  exercise  may  be  given  to  many  patients  now  necessarily 
restricted  to  the  airing  courts. 

The  staff  of  attendants  has  been  increased  and  their  wages 
have  been  raised.  The  men  are  now  14,  including  the  head,  and 
2  night  attendants.  The  wages  of  the  inferior  grade  begin  at  £22 
and  rise  to  £27,  exclusive  of  uniform  supplied,  and  a  charge  gives 
them  £2  extra.  The  women  are — 15  by  day  under  the  female 
head  attendant,  and  2  others  act  as  night  watch  over  the  female 
eft  vision.  They  enter  at  £16  and  rise  to  £20  ;  the  charge  attend¬ 
ants  on  the  womens’  side  have  £2  extra.  So  far  as.  we  could  judge 
the  attendants  on  duty  during  our  inspection  appeared  to  be  of  a 
respectable  class.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendation  made  at  the  last  visit  there  is  now  in  each 
division  a  special  attendant  having  no  other  duty  than  the  con¬ 
tinuous  care  of  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  at  night.  In  order, 
however,  to  render  the  supervision  more  ready  and  complete  some 
structural  alterations  of  an  inexpensive  kind  are  necessary  and  Dr. 
Chapman,  who  agrees  with  us  in  this  opinion,  will  no  doubt  bring 
the  matter  before  the  visitors.  We  found  the  wards  generally 
clean  and  well  ventilated  and  the  beds  and  bedding  of  good  quality 
and  well  attended  to.  Various  structural  improvements  have  been 
made.  We  noticed  also  additions  to  the  furniture ;  linoleum  has 
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been  laid  down  in  two  wards,  and  fair  progress  is  visible  exter¬ 
nally  in  planting,  internally  in  painting  and  decoration.  More 
framed  prints  and  other  objects  of  interest  in  the  wards  are,  how¬ 
ever,  very  desirable.  We  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  good 
second-hand  piano ;  at  present  there  is  no  such  instrument  either 
in  the  wards  or  in  the  recreation  hall.  "We  have  made  inquiry  as 
to  what  means  exist  for  the  extinction  of  fire,  and  are  informed 
that  there  are  no  external  hydrants,  and  no  arrangement  by  which 
a  stream  of  water  could  be  thrown  on  to  a  burning  roof.  Hand- 
engines  in  the  wards  are  the  only  means  at  present  available,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  they  would  be  quite  insufficient  in  a 
serious  outbreak  of  fire,  or  if  the  fire  should  reach  the  roof.  We 
desire  to  call  the  special  attention  of  the  visitors  to  this  important 
subject,  as  well  as  to  the  expediency  of  making  provision  against 
a  break  down  in  the  machinery  for  pumping  water  for  the  Asylum 
use.  In  conclusion,  we  can  report  that  further  creditable  progress 
is  perceptible  in  the  organization  of  this  Asylum.

Hereford  County  and  City  Asylum. 
January  11  th,  1876. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1875,  together  with  the  usual  statistical  tables. 

On  the  1st  January,  1875,  there  were  in  the  Asylum  164 
males  and  148  females,  total  312  patients.  During  the  year  there 
have  been  admitted  36  males  and  70  females,  total  106,  making  a 
total  under  treatment  during  the  year  of  418,  viz.,  200  males  and 
218  females.  The  discharges  were  58  males  and  20  females,  and 
15  of  each  sex  died,  leaving  on  the  books  at  the  end  of  the  year 
127  males  and  183  females,  total  310;  chargeable  us  follows: —

The  smallest  number  resident  at  one  time  was  304  in  June, 
the  largest,  344  in  October. 

The  average  number  resident  for  the  year  was  313 — males, 
154;  females,  159. 

The  male  patients  have  been  diminished  by  the  removal  of  the 
boarders  from  Abergavenny.  The  females  have  been  increased  by 


f>oarders  from  St.  Pancras  Union.  The  private  patients  have  in¬ 
creased  during  the  year  from  7  to  19. 

The  movements  of  the  number  of  patients  chargeable  to  Here¬ 
fordshire  are  obscured  in  the  Statistical  Tables  appended  to  this 
.Report  by  the  numbers  applying  to  the  out-county  and  private 
patients.  It  seems  desirable  therefore  to  exhibit,  separately,  at 
least  the  annual  admissions  and  numbers  at  the  end  of  the  year 
of  the  Herefordshire  patients.  I,  therefore,  give  them  for  the  last 
four  years  and  add  the  numbers  in  Asylums  for  the  previous 
1 3  years.

The  admissions  included  a  large  number  of  transfers,  the  remainder- 
presented  an  amount  of  curability  similar  to  that  of  previous  years.. 
The  recoveries  are  of  the  satisfactory  percentage  of  males  41  and 
females  (omitting  transfers)  33.  The  curable  admissions  of  females 
were  chiefly  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  so  that  there  is  a  larger 
number  of  curable  patients  on  that  side  of  the  house  than  usual 
(See  Table  XI).  It  may  be  interesting  to  show  flow  the  cases  so 
returned  in  past  years  eventuated.  I  therefore  tabulate  them 
below.  Of  the  290  cases  returned  last  year  as  incurable  not  one 
recovered  during  the  year,  and  probably  the  recoveries  among 
these  taking  one  year  with  another  would  not  amount  to  a  half 
per  cent.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  “  probably  curable  ”  is 
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understood  to  include  all  cases  giving  any  re  asonable  possibility  of 
recovery.

A  fact  which  has  an  interesting  bearing  both  on  the  high  rate 
of  Lunacy  in  Herefordshire  and  on  the  law  of  settlement  came 
under  my  notice  in  November  last.  At  that  time  there  were  in 
the  Asylum  246  patients  chargeable  to  Herefordshire.  Of  these 
108  had  been  directly  admitted  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum, 
and  of  these  108,  9  had  been  transferred  to  this  from  other 

Asylums,  on  account  of  their  being  found  to  be  chargeable  to 
Unions  within  the  County,  whilst  not  one  patient  had  during  that 
time  left  the  Asylum  on  account  of  being  found  to  be  chargeable 
elsewhere.  This  number  is  precisely  one-twelfth  of  those  whose 
history  we  have,  and  a  similar  proportion  probably  obtains  amongst 
the  138  patients  who  were  transferred  here  on  the  opening  of  the 
Asylum  ;  and  the  striking  fact  is  that  whilst  so  large  a  proportion 
of  our  patients  had  become  chargeable  in  this  way,  the  same 
process  had  not  relieved  us  of  one.  This  may  be  to  some  extent 
due  to  a  remissness  on  the  part  of  the  Union  authorities  in  investi¬ 
gating  cases  that  might  probably  be  adjudged  chargeable  elsewhere, 
though  I  know  of  no  ground  to  suppose  them  more  careless  m  the 
matter  here,  than  in  other  counties,  and  the  mam  factor  no  doubt 
is  that  Hereford  supplies  many  emigrants  to  other  counties  but 
possesses  comparatively  few  immigrants.  It  seems  pnma  facie 
unjust  that  these  failures  among  the  emigrants  should  be  returned 
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to  be  supported  by  the  County  of  Hereford,  and  to  increase  its 
per  centage  of  lunatics,  whilst  the  successes  remain  to  increase  the 
wealth  of  other  districts ;  and  the  more  so,  since  it  is  certain,  that 
these  emigrants  at  the  first  start,  left  behind  in  the  County  not 
a  few  of  their  fair  share  of  the  helpless  and  dependent. 

It  would  appear  from  a  study  of  the  birth  and  death-rates  of 
Herefordshire  and  of  England  generally  as  given  in  the  ftegistrar- 
General’s  returns  that  there  are  at  least  60,000  people  born  in 
Herefordshire  resident  elsewhere,  some  no  doubt  out  of  England — 
a  number  which  would  probably  yield  70  Asylum  patients. 
These  70  might  be  divided  into  three  sections: — 1st.  Those  who 
become  insane  before  the  exodus,  who  are  of  course  here  and  are 
indistinguishable  from  the  patients  pertaining  to  Herefordshire 
residents.  There  is  some  reason  to  suspect  that  this  section 
number  about  a  third  of  the  whole,  or  say  20.  Then  there  are 
those  who  become  insane  after  leaving  the  County  but  before  they 
have  acquired  a  settlement  elsewhere,  these  we  have  seen  are  one- 
twelftli  of  our  patients  or  20  in  number ;  whilst  the  third  section 
would  be  those  who  do  not  become  insane  until  they  have  acquired 
a  settlement  elsewhere  ;  of  these  of  course  we  hear  nothing,  but  it 

appears  probable  that  they  do  not  amount  to  two-fifths  of  the 
whole. 

The  mortality  though  still  lower  than  the  average  of  County 
-Asylums,  viz.,  J  6  as  compared  with  10*74,  on  average  number  of 
resident,  or  7*2  as  compared  with  8*24  on  total  number  under 
treatment  has  been  higher  than  we  have  hitherto  had.  The  dif¬ 
ference  is  almost  fully  explained  by  the  fact  that  we  suffered 
duung  last  wintei  fiom  an  epidemic  of  erysipelas  which  led  to  4 
deaths.  The  cases  were  almost  confined  to  the  ground  floor  wards 
and  chiefly  to  two  of  these.  I  believe  that  I  traced  the  causation 
to  the  fact  that  during  the  severe  weather  windows  and  other 
direct  openings  to  the  external  air  were  carefully  kept  shut  and 
that  as  a  result  not  a  little  of  the  air  supply  of  the  wards  on  the 
ground  floor  was  derived  through  the  floors  from  the  basement ; 
where  it  unfortunately  happened  that  shortly  before  a  portion  of 
earth  had  been  saturated  from  a  defective  drain.  Measures  taken 
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in  this  supposition  appeared  to  stop  the  epidemic.  I  was  much 
interested  to  find  that  although  the  general  health  had  been  bad 
and  bronchitis  almost  as  severe  as  the  erysipelas  had  prevailed,  on 
boldly  ventilating  from  the  open  air,  even  though  the  temperature 
of  the  wards  rarely  reached  50°,  coughs  and  other  chest  affections 
almost  disappeared  and  the  general  health  soon  became  re¬ 
established. 

We  have  since  had  the  basement  sub-divided  so  that  any  con¬ 
tamination  therein  shall  not  affect  more  than  one  ward,  and  several 
scullery  drains  have  been  carried  outside  the  building  when  there 
is  less  danger  of  a  leak  soaking  under  the  house.  A  subsoil  drain 
has  also  been  carried  round  one  end  of  the  Asylum  where  the 
higher  ground  around,  no  doubt,  keeps  the  earth  beneath  the  floors 
more  or  less  damp.  Several  minor  matters  in  this  connection  have 
also  been  attended  to.  The  causes  of  death  include  one  case  of 
enteric  fever.  This  was  a  solitary  case,  occurring  at  a  time  when 
the  general  health  was  unimpeachable  and  whose  causation  I 
failed  to  trace. 

Three  cases  of  phthisis  also  appear,  one  suffered  under  the 
disease  on  admission,  the  others  originated  in  the  Asylum,  and  I 
think  it  is  not  altogether  beside  the  mark  to  suspect  that  the  seeds 
of  the  disease  were  sown  in  one  if  not  in  both  cases  during  the 
epidemic  of  erysipelas. 

We  have  again  to  be  thankful  for  a  year  passed  without  any 
serious  or  fatal  accident. 

I  observed  it  stated  in  the  Report  of  another  Asylum,  that 
a  fish  dinner  had  been  discontinued  owing  to  the  great  labour  in¬ 
volved  in  extracting  the  bones.  When  four  years  ago  we  in¬ 
stituted  a  fish  dinner  once  a  fortnight  here  I  felt  some  fear  that  the 
bones  would  prove  an  insuperable  difficulty  especially  with  paraly¬ 
tic  patients,  with  whom  even  ordinary  food  involves  many  dangers. 
I  have,  therefore,  sometimes  felt  surprised,  and  I  think  the  matter 
is  perhaps  worthy  of  note,  that  from  that  day  to  this,  we  have  had 
no  accident  or  difficulty  of  any  sort,  although  no  attention  what¬ 
ever  has  been  given  to  the  question  of  bones. 

The  continuous  night- watching  of  epileptics,  and  to  some  extent 
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of  suicidal  patients  by  an  attendant,  with  no  other  duty,  has  been 
in  force  for  nearly  the  whole  year,  and  I  am  now,  I  think,  able  to 
form  an  opinion  on  its  advantages  and  disadvantages. 

The  disadvantages  are  much  fewer  and  slighter  than  I  had 
expected  to  find  them.  Several  patients  have  certainly  at  various 
times  complained  of  being  disturbed  by  the  frequent  occurrence  of 
fits  ;  but  I  have  noted  no  deterioration  of  mental  or  bodily  health 
due  to  such  disturbance,  and  I  think  quarrelling  and  fighting  have 
not  been  at  all  caused.  The  reduction  of  the  disadvantages  to  a 
minimum  is  to  be  largely  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  the  dormitory 
applied  to  the  purpose  is  in  truth  two  dormitories,  and  that  a 
certain  amount  of  classification  is  therefore  possible,  although  the 
same  fact  renders  the  supervision  less  efficient  than  it  might  be. 
The  advantages  are  negative  rather  than  positive.  No  death 
during  the  year  has  been  referred  to  epilepsy  either  by  suffocation 
or  otherwise.  In  order  to  test  how  far  the  supervision  is  superior 
to  the  old  system,  I  have  compared  the  number  of  fits  recorded  as 
occurring  during  the  night  during  three  months  before  and  after 
the  change.  For  this  purpose  I  have  selected  May,  June,  and 
July  of  1874,  and  of  1875,  and  have  selected  six  males  and  three 
female  patients  as  being  those  least  liable  to  fluctuations  in  the 
numbers  of  fits.  The  numbers  so  obtained  gave  53  as  the  number 
observed  in  the  first  period,  and  339  in  the  second  ;  so  that  the 
number  of  fits  observed  under  the  old  system  was  probably  about 
one.sixth  of  the  real  number.  Another  point  worthy  of  note  is 
that  the  number  of  fits  is  so  great  that  it  is  simply  absurd  to  expect 
any  one,  patient  or  attendant,  sleeping  in  the  same  or  an  adjoining 
room  to  pay  any  adequate  attention  to  patients  in  fits,  and  secure 
any  rest  themselves. 

I  he  various  improvements  in  the  state  of  the  Asylum,  within 
and  without,  are  making  slow  but  steady  progress.  There  is  still 
room,  for  much  further  effort,,  however,  in  this  direction. 

The  cost  for  the  year  will  again  be  found  to  be  very  low. 

The  conduct  of  the  attendants  and  servants  has  on  the  whole 
oeen  satisfactory.  I  have  to  thank  Mr.  Morris  and  the  other 
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officers  for  their  hearty  eo-operation,  and  the  Committee  for  their 
continued  aid  and  support  in  the  dischargo  of  my  duties.

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THE  CHAPLAIN’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


January  10  th,  1876. 

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  of  submitting,  as  your  Chaplain,  my 
Report  for  the  past  year. 

Morning  Prayers  have  been  regularly  read  on  week-days 
according  to  your  directions,  at  which  I  find  the  average  attendance 
— especially  of  females — to  be  the  highest  yet  reached ;  male 
patients,  79’40;  female  patients,  71*35. 

Two  duties  with  sermon  at  each  service,  have  been  performed 
on  the  Sunday  morning  at  9;  evening  at  6.30;  except  on  two 
brief  intervals,  when  absent  on  leave,  at  which  I  find  the  aver 
age  attendance  to  be — male  patients,  112*26  ;  female  patients,  79. 
Here  it  is  noticeable  that  the  former  are  as  much  above  the 
average  of  last  year  as  the  latter  are  below. 

Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  as  usual  four  times 
last  year,  to  56  males,  42  females,  including  officers  and  attendants. 
The  patients  communicating  were  on  each  occasion,  serious  and 
devout. 

My  journals  presented  for  your  inspection  will  bear  out  my 
statement  that  the  wards,  sick  rooms,  and  Infirmaries  have  been 
regularly,  and  the  workshops  occasionally  visited ;  tracts  exchanged 
and  Bible  Classes  held ;  that  on  Mondays  Prayers  have  been  read, 
on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  a  portion  of  Holy  Scripture  explained 
to  the  sick  and  aged  in  the  Infirmary. 

The  Thursday  Evening  Readings  have  been  held  as  before 
during  the  winter  months,  alternating  with  dancing  and  other 
amusements.  The  opinion  I  expressed  in  my  last  year’s  Report 
is  more  than  ever  confirmed,  that  encouragement  of  some  kind  is 
just  now  greatly  needed,  to  keep  from  going  back,  what  I  feel  to 
be  my  right  hand,  the  musical  department ,  started  so  ably  and  per- 
severinglyby  Mr  Smith  and  the  attendants, 


The  Commissioners,  on  my  accompanying  them  at  their  last 
visit,  expressed  an  opinion  that  a  piano  or  large  sized  musical  box 
would  materially  assist  in  enlivening  the  patients,  in  which  expres¬ 
sion  I  cordially  agree  and  hopefully  submit  for  your  consideration. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  Library  is  in  a  little  more 
promising  condition  now  than  formerly,  owing  to  an  improved 
system  of  surveillance  and  distribution  which  the  Commissioners 
approved  of.  The  last  addition  to  it  seems  to  have  given  general 
satisfaction.  May  I  ask  for  the  annual  grant  of  £10  for  a  fresh 
supply,  which  will  enable  the  present  periodical  issue  of  books 
every  three  weeks  to  eight  wards  to  be  continued. 

I  see  by  the  reports  of  several  Asylums  in  America,  that 
there  a  very  general  custom  prevails  for  editors,  publishers,  and 
many  of  the  public,  to  send  gratuitously  newspapers  and  pictorials 
tor  the  use  of  their  mentally  afflicted  countrymen.  Would  that 
so  good  a  custom  extended  to  us  !  for  not  only  do  such 
charitable  deeds  afford  intense  present  gratification  and  revive 
many  a  fitful  imagination,  but  help  most  beneficially  to  clear  that 
monotonous  local  atmosphere,  of  which  you  have  a  homely  but 
true  illustration  in  the  almost  painful  restlessness  of  children,  who 
have  nothing  to  do,  nothing  to  interest  or  amuse  them.  Such 
gitts  as  above,  or  simple  games,  or  window  plants  would  be  much 
valued,  and  gladly  would  I  be  communicated  with  on  the  subject, 
for  thus  should  we  each  be  doing  wdiat  we  can  to  lighten  the  hard 
lot  of  those  of  our  fellow-creatures,  who  are  by  God’s  Providence 
so  mysteriously  afflicted,  "while  we  mercifully  are  spared. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  Dr.  Chapman,  the  Asylum 
Clerk  (Mr.  Browning),  and  every  officer  and  member  of  the  Asylum 
for  co-operation  and  assistance  willingly  offered  and  gratefully 
accepted.
